Sheung Tan..~They were im- 
prisoned in the hold and taken to 
Macao. After being detained 
till] February 4,. tley were re- 
leased on payment of a ransom. of 
$500." The defendantwas arrested 
by the Macao police and. handed 
over to the loca! authorities. . 

It wag given in evidence that 
the men were. armed with rifles 
and revolvers, while two of the rob- 
bers carried electrie torches. 
The defendant, whilst admitting 
being" present at the time of, the 
robbery, denied. that he was re- 
sponsible for stealing any of the 
money. He merely assisted’ to 
kidnap the two villagers ds Te- 
venge for a certain incident which 
occurred in his. country. some 
years ayo. .

Coal Commission’s Report. 

Whilst it is-doubtless posible 
to characterise the report of the 
Coal, Commission as a most au- 
thoritive one, reflecting credit on 
its compilers, it is hard’ to see 
where jt hay materially assisted 
in solving the immediate problem 
that will ba created by the with- 
drawal of tho subsidy on May Ist.' 
We think: the Commission has 
been wise “in turning down 
nationalisation—it is an unwork- 
able scheme -and the report also 
contains .very many valuable 
suggestions as régards - future 
management of the mines and 
the organisation of the industry. 
But it admits that the benctits of 
these, if carried out, will not be 
felt'for years, whereas the problem 
which the country will be faced 
with will come on May.Ist when 
the Governthent’s subsidy ceases 
and the industry is again thrown 
upon its’ own resources, ‘Longer 
hours are not favoured, inefficien- 
cy of management is not found 
proved, and the only recqmmen- 
dation made is.that there should 
be a revision of wages down- 
wards, One cdn hardly imagine 
that the minérs will agree to this: 
without a struggle, and Labour 
taik in the Lobby already shows 
that it is ontirely out of favour. 
The weakness of the report is 
that it does not provide or suggest 
any basis for the discussion of 
the problem which will arise 
whon the subsidy terminates, and 
jt ig a very serious weakness. 
The expression of a pious hope 
that. the employers and the em- 
ployed will get together and solve 
this proposed reduction of wages 
question is as far-as the Commis- 
gioners have gone, beyond saying 
that they still favour the prin- 
ciple of a national settlement, 
with district modifications, if 
necessary. The first five months 
of the subsidy cost. the country 
over £12,000,000 und as there 
were then four more months to 
go the total. cost cannot be ex- 
pocted to be lower than £20,000,- 
000—it.may be much higher. If
